| Pighneſle Spublects, doe from time to time take oꝛder that the ſayd Statutes be duely obſerued and kept, within their 
| owne houſes among their families, ſeruants, and followers, whereby others her highnelle good andlouing Sud» 
- tects,may be dzawen and admontthed by their good example, to ble and keepe the like ozders within their ſeuerallhouſes 
and abidings. And kurther, her Dighneſle ſtraitip chargeth and commandeth, that all and euery Anne kcepers,Tauer- 
ners, Alehouſe keepers, and other perſons whatſoeuer,vſing any trade of victualling within this Realme,ſhall with all 
conuentent ſpeed enter into Bond with ſufficient ſureties to her Maieſtie, the ſureties to be bound in tenne pounds a 

piece, and the parties in the ſumme of t wentie pounds, That they ſhall not willingly permit oz ſuffer any kind ol fleſh to 
be eaten in their houſes by anyperſon,vpon any dayes pꝛohibited by the ſapd Statutes. And that the Juſtices of Peace, 
within all and euery the Counties, Cities, Bozoughs, Townes, place and places of this Realme , doe with all conne- 
nient ſpeede within their leuerall limits, take the ſaid Bonds, of all and euery ſuch perſons accoꝛdingly. Ind that the 
ſaid Juſtices of Peace doe from time to time certifie and returne all and euery ſuch Bonds, ſo by them, oꝛ any of them ta⸗ 
W is atozeſaide, vnto the Barons of her Dighneſle Exchequer within the ſpace of thzce Moneths after the taking 
thereof, to the ende that the ſame Bonds map remaine inthe cultodie of ſuch Dfiicer,as by the ſaid Barons of her High- 
nelle Court of Exchequer ſhall be aſſigned and appointed to keepe the ſame. Ind that the ſaid Juſtices of Peace and eue⸗ 
rpof them ſbal from time to time do their beſt indeuours, to learne and find out whether any ofthe ſaid perſons ſo bound 
 befoze them ſhall not oblerue the condition ol their bonds. And ik they ſhallfind any ſuch Bond to be fozfaite , that they 
doe with all conuenient ſpeede certifie the ſaid fozfaiture,and the cauſe thereof vnto the ſaid Barons, to the end that ſuch 
I courſe may fozthwith be taken foꝛ the leuying of the ſame loꝛlaitures, as to Juſtice appertaineth,and is agreeable to the 
3 courſe of our ſaid Court of Exchequer. And her Highneſſe further willeth and commandeth, that if any Anne keeper, 
Tauerner, Alehouſekeeper, oz other Wictualler whatſoeuer, within this her Dighneſſe Realme,ſball refuſe to enter in⸗ 
to luch Bond, as is afozeſaid,that then andfrom thencefozth,all and euery ſych Jnnekeeper,Tauerner,Alehouſle keeper, 
and other Uictualler,ſorefuſingtoenter into Bond, as is aloꝛeſaid, mall be debarred and reftrained from keepingofany 
uch Inne, Cauerne, Alehouſe,ozother victualling houſe,vntillſach time as he ſhall haue entred into ſuch Bond with 
| licencedtokill any fleſb to be ſpent in the time of Lent, but onely in great Cities, that be Counties of themſelues,and in 
thoſeſuch onely,as ſhall be very fit and needfull to ſerue to make pzouiſion toꝛ the ſicke and weake,and as ſhall be lawful- 
ly licenced, without giuing any thing fo; any ſuch licence oꝛ ſufferance to any perſon oz perſons directly 02 indirectly. 

1 Indfoz that the vnnecellary numbers of Alehoules, and victualling houles, ſince Godhath bleſſed this Realme with a 
competent ſtoꝛe ofcozne,haue bene ſuffered greatly to increaſe ſeeing they are the occaſions not onlyof great waſte, rot.

' Kogues and Wagabonds,, wandzing vp and down this Realme idlely and inſolentiy, tothe great offence of Jlmightie 
God, and of her Mateſtie, and ol all honeſt and well diſpoſed ſubiects, and to the great pꝛttudict of this wholecommon 
weale, which Lawes and Statutes, ſo long as by the good and taithtull care and diligence ei her Dighnes Jultices of 
Peace g other inferio; Officers they were duely and carefully purſued and executed, the ſayd Rogues andUagabonds 

in many places fo a while were greatly diminiſhed, and idleneſle,thefts, and other inſolencies and diſozders very much 
 auoyded, and the wealth andhappineſle of this Realme were likely thereby to haue increaſed and growen moze abun- 
dant: But when and as ſoone as, though the negligence and remiſneſſe ol the layd Juſtices and other Officers, the 
layde Lawesand Statutes were not put in due execution, many great enozmities and diſozders began foozthwith to 
- trouble and incumber the happle, quiet and good gouernment of this Realme, which are likely datly moze andmoze to 
increaſe and grow if ſome ſpeedie remedy be not applied to refozme and redreſle the ſame. Jnconlideration whereofher 
Wateſtte doth ſraightly charge and command all andeuery the high Conftables, and other the head Officers ol enery | 

Hundzed; wapentake, pzecinct and libertie within this Realme, that they and euery of them, once in euerymoneth doe 
call befoze them the inferioz Officers within the ſaid Dundzed, mapentake, and Libertie , and toinquire, know, and 
vnderſtand. how the ſame Lawes and Statutes haue bene obſerued within their ſeueral turiſdictions,andin whome 
any default hath bene that the ſame haue not bene obſerued: And that the Jultices of the Peace ol euery limit, once eue · 
ry lire weekes take a like account of the head Conſtables, and other chiele Officers within their ſeueral limits, how the 
5 pemilleshane bene oblerued, and in whomany default oznegligence hath bene, and that thereupon they bee admont- 
died caretull to ſee to the due and ſpeedy puniſhment of the offenders therein accoꝛding to the lawes. Ind further her 
5 WBateſly willeth andrequireth allJuſtices of peate, to whoſe truſt and care her Dighneſle hath, and doth chiefly commit 

the execution ofeuery part of this her Pꝛoclamation, that they and euery of them doe faithfully, diligently, and ellectu · 
| _allydemeanethemſelues in the due perfozmance therof in euery degree accozding to the confidence which her Dighnes 
repoleth in them in thatbehalfe, Otherwikſe, her Highneſle hath giuen expzeſſe oꝛder and commaundement, that the 
ſayd Jultices,thzough whole negligence,remillenele,oz conniuency the ſayde offences ſwalbe continued, ſhall be called ; 
to anſwere,and giue an account thereof, recetue ſuch condigne puniſhment foz the ſame, as to the quality ofſuch their 
offence and contempt ſhall appeare moſt fit and conuenient. And to the ende that the pzemiſes may the better be obſer- 
ued and kept, her Maieſtie hath cauſed an abſtract ol ſuch Statutes as are thought fit to be put in execution by fozce of 
this P;zoclamation,to be annexed hereunto: willing andcommanding that the ſayd abſtract be openlyread and publi⸗ 
; ſhed by the Clerke of the Peace koz the time being at euery quarter Seſſions to be holden within this Realme, and once 
euerpquarter at the leaſt in euery Pariſh Church by the Parſon , Miniſter oꝛ Curate thereof, Giuen at her Digh- 
yellx Wannozof Viehmondehe x(iii.day ol January,tn the two and fourtieth yeere of her Dighnelle reigne.

both the Statutes ofthe pooze and Rogues, But it they haue any lawfull meanes to liue by though they be of able bo-

No man is to be put out ofthe Towne where he dwelles,noz to be ſent to their place of birth oꝛ laſt but a 
vagrant Rogue,noztobe found by the Towneercept he be impotent, but ought to let htmſelfto labour if he be a : And 
the Ouerſeers muſt ſet him to labour, it he can get no labour, And ſo ot them that haue oꝛ ſhall haue houſes when their 
eſtates be expired, And ſeruants whoſe times of eruices are ended though they cannot get houſes, foz they muſt pꝛouide
